By  the  time  this  Folio  is  in  the  mail,  East  and  West  Coasts  both  should  be  revelling  in 
the  Pacifica  sound.  The  first  WBAI  Folio,  which  begins  on  January  10,  will  include  such 
KPFA  favorites  as  the  David  Riesman  lectures,  Golden  Voices,  Alan  Watts,  Kenneth  Rexroth, 
the  History  of  Music  (we  couldn't  help  that  one  .  .  .  Alan  Rich  was  in  New  York  at  the 
time),  Jazz  Archives,  commentaries  ranging  from  Russell  Kirk  to  Herbert  Aptheker,  and 
Chuck  Levy's  reading  of  "Kidnapped."  From  New  York  we  will  soon  be  broadcasting  such 
items  as  a  series  on  contemporary  music  with  the  important  young  American  composer 
Gunther  Schuller,  a  panel  discussion  on  "Payola  and  Mental  Poverty"  moderated  by  David 
Susskind,  and  an  enormous  wealth  of  public-affairs  programs  which  are  now  in  the  works 
there. 

Meanwhile,  things  continue  to  hum  on  the  West  Coast.  KPFK  has  4500  subscribers,  and 
celebrates  its  first  half-year  on  January  26.  A  new  and  more  powerful  transmitter  will  soon 
be  installed  on  Mount  Wilson,  replacing  the  tattered  one  now  in  use  there  which  has  been 
held  together  by  acts  of  sheer  bravado  on  the  part  of  Chief  Engineer  Steve  Hawes  and 
his  staff.  One  of  KPFK's  principal  problems  at  the  moment  is  the  location  of  more  spacious 
quarters  for  its  studios  and  offices.  Northern  Californians  with  ideas  on  Los  Angeles  real 
estate  are  hereby  alerted. 

All  this  means  that  we  at  KPFA  face  the  new  year  with  enormous  anticipation  and  limit- 
less horizons.  As  the  pioneer  and  key  point  in  what  has  now  become  a  most  important  net- 
work of  radio  stations,  we  face  new  responsibilities,  mechanical  and  philosophical.  More 
than  ever  before,  it  becomes  vital  that  KPFA  grow  and  prosper.  Soon  we  begin  our 
annual  pre-deficit  campaign,  to  raise  that  slowly  narrowing  discrepancy  between  what  we 
need  to  operate  the  station,  and  what  we  glean  from  subscriptions.  New  subscriptions  are, 
as  always,  vitally  needed,  but,  as  in  the  past,  we  will  also  ask  for  added  tax-deductible  con- 
tributions to  help  the  station  over  the  hump  for  another  year. 

You  can  help  us.  Submit  a  few  plugs  that  will  vary  and  lighten  the  pace.  Tape  them  if 
you  can,  or  come  to  the  studios  (after  calling  for  an  appointment)  and  record  them  here. 
On  the  belief  that  one  must  spend  money  to  make  money,  we  will  award  a  Granco  FM 
radio  to  the  best  KPFA  plugger.  The  campaign  begins  February  1.
